Courage Failed

at noon. Before he could re- 
new his flight officers had sur- 
rounded the house. He was 
taken to Los Angeles and lay 
in the county jail waiting ar- 
raignment for murder. 

Young was involved in an 
ardent love affair with Mrs. 
Trewett for more than a year, 
deputies learned yestardgy, 
and killed her when_she show- 
ed the first disposition to re- 
ject his love. 

The murder of the woman, 
investigation revealed, had 
been carefully planned, accord- 
ing to members of the homicide 
squad. More than a week ago 
Young told his eldest son, Ru-

At that time, according to 
the bey, Young was seeking to 
gain Mrs. Trewett’s consent to 
elope with him that they might 
enjoy in other surrounddags 
their mutual love.

New By-Laws to Be Drafted 
and Considered, Putting 1Lo- 
cal Building and Loan With 
Foremost of State 








The most important annual 
meeting in the history of the 
Magnolia Mutual Building and 
Loan Association is to be held 


on Tuesday, October 7th, when 
the Magnolia will probably 
take steps which will not only 
mean placing itself among the 
foremost associations of the 
state, but become a still great- 
er factor for the building and 
advancement of Upland. 

_Organized in 1901 when the 
city was struggling for an ex- 
istence, the Magnolia has out- 
grown its capital stock and the 
by-laws of the association 
adopted at that time. 

In 1901 men of the town 
fully realized that if Upland 
was to become a city of homes 
a building and loan associa- 
tion must be formed to finance 
the homes for men who lack- 
ed the cash, yet were earning 
an excellent salary ar{1 coulda 
pay for a home on the instat- 
ment olan. 

For twenty-three years the 
Magnolia .has been connected 
with the development of the 
city and by way of further ser- 
vice the board of directors 
finds that more modern meth- 
ods must be employed than 
contained in the old by-laws 
and the old form loan contract. 

First secretary of the Mag- 
nolia was M. F. Palmer, the 
second secretary. was M. H. 
Bordwell, both of whowi" dé: 
voted a vast amount of time 
to the success of the organiza- 
tion. Don E. Palmer is the 
present secretary and one of 
the prime movers in moderniz- 
ing the methods, as Mr. Pal- 
mer has been making a thor- 
ough study of building and 
loan associations and believes 
it for the best of all concerned 
that the proposed changes be 
made. 

The first board of dtrectors 
of the Magnolia was made up 
as follows: Chas. Ruedy, Wm. 
H. Craig, M. H. Bordwell, J, 
F. Anderson, R. C. Norton, P 
E. Walline, E. P. Fuller. 

Originally the capital stock 
was $500,000 and has remain- 
ed that amount ever since At

Mrs. Margaret E. Sirch, secre- 
tary of the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Corrections, said that 
with the completion of the new 
buildings at the colony the over- 
crowded situation among homes 
for feeble-minded in Southern Cal- 
ifornia will be materially relieved. 
The new unit at Pacific Colony vir- 
tually will give to the district the 
first state institution of this kind, 
she said, as the old building at 
the colony was closed some time 
ago for lack of sufficient water 
supply. 

Good Farm Land 

The new site, Mrs. Sirch de- 
clared, has an abundant water 
supply, and is located in an area 
of excellent farming land. 

Colony Closed 

The state owns an 8(9-acre tract 
near Pomona, where a home for 
feeble-minded was built a number 
of years ago. The colony was 
closed by the Stephens admiais- 
tration. 

Lack of water in the vicinity 
prevented its being re-opened. 
The building is now being leased 
by the Protestant Welfare As- 
sociation for the care of delin- 
quent boys.

LOVE of nature is common to all mankind. At least 

the open road, the sky, the breeze of summer, the green 

of fields and woods, the mumrmur of a stream bring 

pleasure and refreshment to all sort ef conditions of 
humanity.

What are we going to do about it? What would we do 
about it if the roads we all travel and the bridges that span 
the streams were the object of similar destructive attacks? 

We would, first of all, take good care to stop it ourselves 
and then see that others did so. Then we would never let 
pass an opportunity to educate the ignorant or indifferent, be 
they young or old. And, finally, we would never, never be! 
lawbreakers ourselves! 

Certain flowers are listed im certain regions as being in 
especially imminent danger. It wuld be an excellent thing if 
we all learned what these are; but-ALL wild flowers are the 
common property of all, to be held inviolate by each one in 
trust for his fellows. Surely we ean bring ourselves to ap- 
preciate their loveliness not merely for our own temporary sat- 
isfaetion but also for the future. The wild flowers that we en- 
joy we shall want our children to know and love also; and the 
countryside that now blossoms like the rose we shall not want 
to leave a desert.

ficient reason to further pro- 
secute the case and in my esti- 
mation, further proceedings 
against this defendant would 
be more justly termed perse- 
cution than prosecution.

placed in the county jail. 
Thereafter the grand jury of 
San Bernardino County filed 
an indictment against Terry 
charging him with a felony— 
the crime of accepting a bribe 
while a witness. He was ar- 
raigned in this department on 
the indictment and held inj 
$5000 bail. This made two 
charges pending against him; 
one by complaint in the jus- 
tice’s court by the district at- 
torney and one in the superior 
court by the grand jury. 

“This court set Terry’s trial 
upon the indjctment in this de- 
partment for August 29, with- 
in the 60-day period and or- 
dered a jury to be present to 
try him on that day. 


Appellate Court Interfered 


‘‘Terry’s attorney then ap- 
plied to the District Court of 
Appeals in Los Angeles which 
automatically issued an order 
to show cause directed to this 
court like the ordinary pro- 
ceeding here in divorce mat- 
ters and prohibited this court 
from proceeding with Terry’s 
trial until the matter had been 
heard on its merits and deter- 
mined by the District Court of 
Appeals. This order obtained 
by Terry himself prevented by 
his own act his trial in the 
San Bernardino Superior Court 
within the 60-day period. 

“‘Thereafter Terry came be- 
fore this department and mov- 
ed his disuiissal of the indict- | 
ment against him on the| 
ground he had not been 
brought to trial within the 60- 
day period and this motion this 
court promptly denied as it 
was due to Terry’s own act 
that he he had not beeti triex. 

‘‘Immediately thereupon the 
counsel for Terry went before 
the judge of. the other depart- 
ment who issued a writ of ha- 
beas corpus on the same 
ground as already had been 
heard and disposed of in this 
department. 

Hear on Habeas Corpus

held on the indictment and he' 
was released and set at lib-| 
erty.

WHAT MADE THE 
LIGHTS GO OUT? 
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- The real purposes and uses of the va- 
rious thicknesses of hardwood flooring 
are frequently misunderstood. In the 
selection of flooring for a given purpose 
the advice and counsel of the flooring ex- 
pert is advisable. 

Certain thicknesses should never be 
used in construction and not infrequent- 
ly the matter of a few dollars in price has 
led to the selection of the wrong floor- 
ing.

The 3%-inch flooring and the 13-16- 

inch were the first thicknesses manufac- 
tured. The 14-inch followed to fulfill a 
popular desire for a flooring between. In 
the beginning the 34-inch was only in- 
tended to fulfill the one purpose of lay- 
ing a hardwood floor over old floors of 
pine, using the pine floor as a subfloor. 
Or, where a subfloor was desired for ex- 
tra strong construction in new building, 
to lay the 38-inch over a pine subfloor, 
the new pine to be properly kiln dried. 
_ When the building boom was on there 
were frequent errors, perhaps due to 
careless selection by the builder of the 
3,-inch floor. 

Often this floor was laid over green 
and wnseasoned wood in the subfloor, 
with disastrous consequences. 

Since hardwood flooring has only 
about 12 per cent moisture content, it 
was inevitable that the hardwood floor- 
ing-would absorb the moisture from the 
subfloor and begin to buckle.
